Sir, Madam, and Gentlemen, 


I have the pleasure to report upon matters affecting the 
health of the District for the year 1956 :- 


Population 
The population of the District has decreased for the third year 


running. Whilst the decrease is small, it is an undesirable 
trend for the future well being. For the past three years also 
the Natural Increase in population has been a minus quantity. 
In other words, there have been more deaths each year than births, 
There is a relatively high proportion of elderly people in 
the Fishguard Arda. To offset this it is necessary to have a high 
Birth Rate, But the present Birth Rate is the lowest recorded 
Since 1947. There are many factors, of course, which have a bearing 
upon the Birth Rate. Moss of these are outside the influence of 
the Council. There is one major factor, however, which can be 
directly influenced by the Council, namely Housing. Bad Housing 
conditions are detrimental to the rearing of families. 
The attraction of light industry would also assist in the 
population problem. This again would be linked with housing. 


Births and Birth Rates 
The General Birth Rate has already been mentioned. It has fallen 
face 2069 an O47 to 13.4 in’ 1956. 

The position regarding Still Births and Illegitimate Births 
is satisfactory, both comparing favourably with National Rates. 


Deaths and Death Rates 
The Gencral Death Rate showed an appreciable decrease over the 
preceding year, but is still on the high side. As has already been 
pointed out there is a high proportion of elderly people in the 
District, and the general Death Rate therefore tends to be highe 

As to specific causes of death, it will be noted that no 
deaths took place during the year from Violent causes. Also, there 
were no Infant Deaths, Deaths from Cancer, however, remain on the 
high side, as compared with National Rates. 


infectious Diseases 
Infectious Diseases were practically confined to Measles and 
Whooping Cough. The District has been free of any serious Infections, 


Pulmonary Tuberculosis 
There was rather a high incidence of fresh cases during the year. 
The annual figures, however, fluctuate considerably, and there is 
no cause for special concern, 

For the second successive year there were no deaths attributed 
to Pulmonary Tuberculosis, 


Non-Pulmonary Tuberculosis 
There were no cases notified for the fourth successive year, There 
have been no deaths from Non-—Pulmonary Tuberculosis since 1948. 


Milk Supply 

ine Standard of hygiene in the production and distribution of milk 
continues to be high, This reflects creditably on all concerned 
in the industry. 


Water Supply 

The standard, both in quality and quantity, continued to be most 
satisfactorys The average amount of water used per head of the 
population per day, is 45 gallons, This is rather high, and the 
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usually acceptcd figure is around 30 gallons. 


Food Control 

The stancard of food handling and hygiene is reasonably good. 
The new Food Hygiene Regulations imposed conditions rather in 
advance of existing standards. Every effort, however, is being 
made to bring 211 food premises to a minimum standard. 

The present Slaughterhouse is unsuitable in almest every 
aspect. If allowed to continue, in present conditions, it would 
be a continual source of nuisance and complaint. 

There is a necd for a small efficient slaughterhouse in the 
District, whether privately or publicly managed. 


Housing 

The Council has commenced to tackle the difficult problem of 

Slum Clearance. It is necessary to have a small balanced Housing 
Programme to run concurrently with Slum Clearance and unfit houses. 


Sewage Disposal 
Once again the potential danger to public health of the disposal 
of crude sowage on the foreshore must be indicated. 

It is appreciated that it would be a costly and difficult 
matter to rectify the situation. 


Conclusion 
Tn the field of vital statistics, tho District compares favourably 
with the National figures, except in relation to the Birth Rate. 
In the field of hygiene and sanitation there are no serious 
problems, with the exception of the disposal of sewage. 
I wish to thank the members of the Council and the Officers 
for their continued courtesy and co-operation.

There are five bakchouses in the District, all of which use 
mechanical power, These premises are subject to periodical 
inspection, and the standard of cleanliness is maintained at a 
satisfactory level. 


Slaughterhouses and Meat Inspection 


There is one private licensed slaughterhouse in the District 
Situated in Brodog Lanes, Fishguard, This slaughterhouse falls far 
below standard and is too small to accommodate all the butchers in 
the area. Two butchers slaughter regularly at these premises, with 
occasional slaughtering by some of the other butchers, The bulk 
of the meat sold in the District is slaughtered at Haverfordwest. 


The number of butcher shops in the District is eight. 


There is a Slaughtering hall at the lairages in Fishguard 
Harbour where animals: unfit to travel further are slaughtered, 
The dressod carcases are transported to Haverfordwest.

Refuse Disposal 


The collection of refuse is mace once a week from all 
the premises in the arca. 

In addition, trade refuse is collected weekly. A nominal 
charge is made to the traders for this service. 

Refuse is disposed of by tipping on land adjacent to the 
Wern Road, Goodwick. Spoil from the Goodwick Brickworks is taken 
to the tip as it becomes available, and used as a surface dressing, 


Sewage Disposal 


The majority of premises in Fishguard and Goodwick are 
connected to the sewer systems 

There is no provision for the treatment of sewage. There 
are 5 sewer outfalls into the sea ;:- 


1, Goodwick Harbour. 
2. Ogof Martha, Fishguard. 
5. Lower Fishguard. 


This disposal of sewage is a potential danger which does 
not appear to receive the consideration called for. 


Rodent Control 
Disinfestation is carried out by a part-time Operator. 
During the year, tWo treatments of the sewer system were 
carried out. The baits and poisons used were Bread Mash and 


Arsenic, and Sausage Rusk and Zinc Phosphide. 


Business premises and private dwellings are treated by the 
use of Warfarin. 


21 infestations were dealt with at private dwellings. 
No Infestations were dealt with.at Business Premises,

Disinfection and Disinfestation 


Disinfection of the premises is carried out after the 
termination of Infectious Disease or the removal of a patient 
to hospital. Where necessary a free supply of disinfectant is 
Supplied to the householder. 


During the year two premises were disinfected. There was 
no request for the elimination of cockroaches or bug infestation.

Sanitation and Hygiene in Public Houses and Clubs 


There are 18 licensed premises in the area, and 5 registered 
clubs. These premises are all fitted with proper sanitary 
conveniences. Hot and cold water is laid on and facilities for the 
washing up of drinking utensils are satsfactory. 


The general standard of cleanliness is satisfactory. 
There are two small Cinemas in the area. 
Mortuarics 


There is one mortuary which serves Fishguard and Goodwick, 
Situated in the Goodwick area. 


The building is Limited in size, approximately 120.sq.ft. 

There is a cold water supply available, 

There is no sanitary accommodation. 

There are no heating arrangements. 

There is no provision for the carrying out of a Post Mortem 

examinatione 

Disinfectants are provided as required. 

There is only room for the reception of one corpse. 

It will be observed that the building is only used for the 
reception ofa corpse in an emergency.
